for the portion of the old circuit-house, which the Road 
Cess Office had been occupying, was considered very 
exorbitant, the Committee in February last purchased a 
small bungalow with extensive out-offices, situated in the 
vicinity of the court-houses, at a cost of Rs. 877-8. The 
out-offices were dismantled and the bungalow enlarged and improved with the old materials 
at a further cost of Rs. 460-14-4, so as to accommodate the Road Cess Deputy Collector's, 
Vice-Chairman’s, and District Engineer's Offices. It has saved the Committee Rs. 24 per 
mensem on account of rent fixed for their office accommodation by the Executive Engineer. 
In April last the bungalow was completed and the offices removed thereto. — ' 

19. The registers and accounts prescribed by Government and tbe Examiner, Public 
Works Accounts, have been properly kept. They were inspected in December 1876 by 
Mr. Wilson, Assistant Examiner, and in October last personally by Mr. Boyce, Examiner of 
Public Works Accounts, who found them all in good order and kept in a satisfactory manner. 

13. The accounts of the year were examined and audited by a Sub-Committee 
consisting of the following members :—

26, Giridi and Khurukdiha Road.—The road has been levelled and surveyed during the 
year, and the éstimates are now being prepared. With the exception of metalling a portion 
of the road between the Giridi Railway Station and Pachamba, there was no work done 
during the year. The amount charged against this road is Rs. 475-8-11. Of this sum 
Rs. 874-15-5 was paid on account of the metalling stated above, and the balance, Rs. 100-9-6 
for surveying and other miscellaneous expenses. 

Paharpore and Bogodhur Roud.—Only one culvert was built on this road during the year. 
The work on the road has been stopped pending sanction of Government. The sum of 
Rs, 220-12-1, charged against this road in the accounts, was on account of the above culvert 
and the surveying and other petty expenses. 

Hazareebagh and Chattra Road.—The remaining earthwork and cuttings on the first 
portion of the road, viz., between Hazareebagh and Lepo, were completed during the season 
and the second portion, between Lepo and Chattra, a distance of 18 miles, was levelled and 
the necessary sections and estimates for earthwork, amounting to Rs. 7,696, were prepared 
and submitted to the Commissioner, who in July last accorded his sanction after the estimates 
were professionally examined and approved of by the Superintending Engineer of the Circle. 
Immediately on receipt of Commissioner’s sanction, the earthwork along this second portion 
was commenced, and the Engineer reports that up to the close of the year about nine lakhs 
of earthwork was done. The amount paid on account of this road during the year was 
Rs. 6,042-8-1. 

Chattra and Daltongunge.—Nothing was done on this road. The sum of fs. 1,500 sanc- 
tioned in the budget for the work was transferred to the Hazareebagh and Chattra road by 
a proceeding of the Committee, dated 16th April 1877. | 

Burhee and Gawan Road.—The sides of gaps left for culverts between Goomoh and 
Musnoodi were sloped off and six timber tops put on to incomplete culverts by order of the 
Commissioner to allow carts to pass over the road. The work on the road has been stopped, 
pending sanction of'éstimates by Government. The amount paid on account of the above 
work was Rs, 288-11-8. 

Churwa Bridge.—The sum of Rs. 150 charged against this bridge was paid to the 
contractor for compensation for damages sustained by him in the construction of the bridge 
during the previous year in consequence of the centring being carried off by a sudden and 
unexpected rise of the river. 

Pachamba and Buddiha.—The sum of Rs. 467-3 charged against this road was paid for 
works done during the last year when the road was completed. A 

Haszareebagh and Khapriwan Fillage Road.—The sum of Rs. 172-15-3 shown against 
this road was paid for works done last year. > 

Buildings.—Mirzagunge Bungalow. This was constructed last year, but paid for during 
the current year. > 

Two halting sheds or third class bungalows, one at Bhurkutta on the Buggodur and 
Paharpore road, and one at Jubra on the Baloomut and Sherghotty road, were commenced 
during the year, as these were much needed. The amount sanctioned for each being Rs. 200. 
Up to end of September last, Rs. 259-13-3 were expended on accoünt of these sheds. 

Rupees 149-15-5 were expended during the year in constructing out-offices and godowns 
for the three bungalows at Lepo, Ramghor and Pachamba. These out-offices and bungalows 
are intended for the purpose of keeping tools in. Se 

$7. Repairs, Chattra and Chowparon Road.—This metalled road, 30 miles in length, has 
been kept up in a proper state of repairs. The gháts of the unbridged rivers have also been 
repaired and made easy. Тһе cart traffic along this road is very great. The amount paid on 
account of this road during the year was Rs. 2,048-4-4. 4 

Baloomut and Sherghotty—Sixteen miles of this road between-Chattra and Baloomut 
have been thoroughly repaired with earth taken from side drains; the road passing through 
Bhooraghat hills has also been repaired and improved in several places. Iu places where it 
was being washed away during the rains, the road has been protected by means of rubble 
stone retaining walls. "The estimate sanctioned by the Commissioner for the work amounted 
to Rs. 3,497, of which Rs. 2,821-6-9 were expended during the year. 

Station Roads.—The metalled surface aud culverts along 16 miles of these roads have 
been repaired and the trees maintained at a cost of Rs. 837-13-2. The estimate sanctioned 
for the work amounted to Rs, 848. “ . 
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Pachamba and Buddiha Road.—This road, three miles in length, has been repaired at a ` 
cost of Rs. 187-12-3; the road requires constant looking after, »s the cart traffic from the 
adjacent collieries is very great. 

Ramghur to Gola and Gola to Dimra.—The road between Ramghur and Goia has been , 
repaired where absolutely necessary, and seven miles between Golaand Dimra have been 
thoroughly repaired with earth taken from side drains. The expenditure during the year 

o amounted to Rs. 954-10, against Rs. 1,000 sanctioned for the work. . 

Gola and Govindpore.—Fifteen miles of this road between Muggunpore and Danto have 
been thoroughly repaired, including culverts, at a costof Rs. 1,914-13 3. The estimate sanc- 
tioned by the Commissioner for the work amounted to Rs. 1,979. 

Buildings.—Seven inspection bungalows and halting sheds were repaired during the 
year. ‘The cost of repairing amounted to Rs. 619-9-2.

The above fact proves itself that the 
system has worked well and satisfactorily during the year. The people are now convinced 
that the tax levied from them is expended to purposes really useful and beveficial to them- 
selves. They will really appreciate the benefit of the cess when the various roads which have 
been starte in the district are completed. In no parts of the district was there any 
difficulty experienced in the execution of the work, nor any opposition offered in marking 
out lines of roads. The work duciag the year was executed both by regular and piece-work 
contracts, and only in a very few occasions by departmental labour. 

31. The different establishments entertained to carry on the work under the Road Cess 
Act are— 


15t,—Establishment for collection of revenue. 
2nd,— Committee's office establishment. 
8rd,—Engineer’s establishment. 


32. The establishment for collection of revenue consists of one head clerk, one mohurir, 
and a peon, and thatof the Committee’s office ome clerk only. There is no accountant 
appointed in the Committee's office, the duty is performed by the Collector's road cess head 
clerk in addition to his legitimate works, with the assistance of the Committee's clerk. 

88. The Engineer's establishment consists of one District Engineer, one overseer, and 
two sub-overseers, besides one clerk, one draftsman, aud a peon for District Engineer's 
office. r 

34. The District Engineer, Mr. Gantzer, was an overseer in the Department of Public 
Works. He was appointed in September 1875 with the sanction of Government on proba- 
tion for one year, but he has now been confirmed in the post, vide Government No. 1069E, 
dated 21st June 1877. Не gets salary at Rs. 300 per mensem, besides travelling allowance 
at the rate of 4 amas per mile. А 

Mr. Gant as performed his duties entirely to the satisfaction of the Committee. 
He is methodical and hardworking, and deserving of the confidence placed in him. 

35. .Baboo Monmath Nath Chatterjee, Overseer, had charge of the works in the 
Pachamba Sub- Division, and was solely employed in the survey and levelling work. His 
appointment was probationary for опе year, on the expiry of which he was vonfirmed in the 
post in November las: (vide Bengal Government No. 1784E., dated 3rd November 1877). 
"The overseer was never employed any where before he joined the oad Cess Department, 
hence his practical knowledge is limited to the period he has served under the Road Cess 
Committee. The District Engineer reports that he has acquired a thorough knowledge of 
surveying and levelling during the period he has been in this district. :

Dvurine the season the grant for district works was Rs. 9,906-15-6, Of this sum, 
Rs. 2,750-15-6 was allotted for the pucca masonry bridges, Rs. 3,800 for the repairs of 
ten roads, and Rs. 3,356 for establishment. ` 

2, Original works.—The two bridges were completed for Rs. 2,582-7, and the savings, 
Rs. 168.8-6, were expended on earthwork in the approaches of the Moorgoo bridge, for 
whicli no provision had been made in the estimates. 

8. Of the Rs. 3,800 for repairs, Rs. 3,435-9 has beer expended by me, and Re. 364-7 
by the members of the Committee and others.
